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f cauſe:that no other ſhould venture, oz a trauailer that 
hath ſuſtained. harme by finifter foztune, oz ben-infected 
by his-own folly,diCwade all Gentlemẽ to reſt at their 
owne home, till they come to their long home 2 Why 
then let all men abſtaine from wine, bicauſe it made A- 
lexander tipſie;let no man lone a woeman fo2 that Tar- 
was baniſhed, let not a wiſe man plap at all, faz

WMhere you alledge Vliiſes that he deſtred nothing 
ſo much, as to ſ& the ſmoake of Ithaca, it was not be⸗ 
cauſe he loued not to trauaile, but that he loged to ſee his 
wife after his trauaile: and greater commendation 
bought his trauaile to him, then his wit: the one taught

This maketh Gentlemen bꝛaue, and Terchaunts rich, 
Citizens to purchaſe, and ſoiourns to moꝛgage, ſo that it is 
to be thought, that the greateſt wealth and ſubſtance of the 
whole Realme is couched with-in the walles of London, 
where they that be rich kepe it from thoſe that be riotous, 
not deteyning it from the luſtie youthes of England by ri⸗ 
4 92-butencreaſing it vntil young men ſhall ſauour of rea⸗ 
not hozders foꝛ themſelues, pet although it be fure enough, 

woulde they had it, in my opinion, it were better to 
be in the Gentle mens purle , then in the Perchauntes 
handes.

not to enquire which of them is the ſupertour , but that

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valawfull , and foz others t ſquare Timber , though 
Lyſippus carne it, and foz, all to calf brate though Pu- 
goteles ingraue it. Alexander perceining t god minds 

of. Parrhalaus, pardoned his boldenefſe, and pzeferred his 
arte: yet-enquiring why he framed the table ſo bigge,he 
aunſwered that hee thought that frame fo bee but little 
enough fo2- his picture, when the whole wozlde was to 
little fo his perſon, ſaying that Alexander muſt as well 
be pꝛayſed as painted, and that all his victozyes and ver- 
tues were not foꝛ to be d awen in the compalſe of a Digs 
net, but in a fielde. 

This aunſwere ene er both liked and rewarded, 
inſomuch that it was lawfull euer after foz Parrhaſius 
both to pꝛaiſe that noble king and to paint him. 

In the like manner J hope, that thongh it bæ not 
requiũtte that any ſhould paint their Pzince in England 

that cannot . ſaffictently perkea hir, yet it ſhall not be 
thought raſhneſſe oz rudeneſſe foꝛ Euphues to frame a 
table foz Elizabeth, though be& , pzeſume. not to paint 
hir.

Out ok theſe Roſes ſpꝛange two — 
b Pꝛince Arthur and Henry, the eldeſt dying 
without iſſue, the other of molt. famous memozie , legs 
uing behinds him the childzcn,P2ince Edward, the La⸗ 
die Marie, the Ladie Elyzabetli. King Edward lined not 
long, which toulde 5 foz that Realme haue lived 
to long, but ſharpe froſtes bite fozwarde ſpzinges, 
Eaſterly windes blaſteth towardlye bloſoms , cruell 
death ſpareth not thole, which we our ſelues liuing can⸗ 
not ſpare. 

The elder ſiſter tbe Pzinces Marie. , ſucc&eded as 
next geire tothe crowne , and as it chaunced next heire 

to the graue,touching whole life, A can ſay little bicauſe 
J was (carſe bozne,and what others ſay, of me ſhall be 
kozbozne. 

This Nueene being dilcealed, Elyzabeth being of the 
age of xxii. yeares , of mo2e beautie then honour, and 
vet of moze honour then any earthly creature, was cal- 
led from a pꝛiſoner to be a Pzince , from the caſtell fo 
the crowne, from the feare of loſing bir heade, to be ſu⸗ 

pzeame heade. And here Ladies it may be you will moue 
a queſtion, why this noble Lady was either in daunger 
ok death, oꝛ cauſe of diſtreſſe, which had yon thought to 
haue paſſed in ſtlence, 3 would Wieden haue re⸗ 
uealed. | 
This Ladie all the time of bir ſilkers reigne was 
kept cloſe , as one that tendered not thoſe pꝛoccedings, 
which were contrary to hir con 5 „Who hailing di⸗ 
ners enimies, endured many croſſes, but ſo patienilpe 
as in hir deærpeſt ſoꝛow, ſhe would rather ſigh fo2 the li⸗ 
bertie of p goſpel, then hir owne freedome. Suffering hir 
infertours to triumph ouer hir, hir foes to thꝛeaten hir, 
hir diſſembling friends to vndermine hir, learning in all 


this miſerie onely the patience p Zeno taught. Erctricus, F. 
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\ baniſhed him,ſaying with Alexander, that there can be 


Euphues and his England; ng 
to beare and fozbeare,neuer ſeæking renenge , but with 
god Lycurgus, to loſe hir owne eye, rather than to hurt 
an others epe. 

But being now placed in the ſeat royal, ſhe firſt of all 
ſtabliſhed religion, baniſhed Poperie, aduaunced 5 wozd, 
that befoze was ſo much defaced, who hauing in hir hand 
the ſwo2d fo reuenge, ved rather bountifully fo reward: 
being as far from rigour when ſhe might haue killed, as 
hir enimies wer fro boneſtie, when they could not, giuing 
a general pardon, whe ſhe had cauſe to vſe perticular pu⸗ 
nichments, pꝛeferring the name of pittie, befoze the res 
membzance of perils, thinking no reuenge moꝛe pꝛinte⸗ 
ly, than to ſpare when ſhe might ſpill, to ffaye when ſhe 
might ſtrike , to p2ofer to ſaue with mercie, when thee 
might haue deſtroped with Juſtice.

des, who after his exile did not ſo much as note them, that

This mightie and mercifull QAucene, bauing manys 


tray hir, burnt them all, reſemblyng Ialius Czſar, who 


being pꝛeſented with the lyke complaints of his Com⸗ 
mons, thꝛe we them into the fire, ſaping: that he had ra⸗ 


ther not know the names of Rebelles, than haue octa⸗ 
lion to reuenge, thinking it better tobe ignozant of thoſe 


that hated him, than to be angry with them. 


This clemencie did hir Patieſtie not onely ſhewe at 


bir comming to p crowne, but alſo thzonghout hir whole 
gouernmẽt, whẽ (he hath ſpared to ſhed their blouds, that 
{ſought to (pill hirs, not racking the Lawes fo extremi⸗ 
tie, but mittigating the rigour with mercp, inſomuch as 


it may be ſayd of 5 royall Ponarchas it was of Anto- 
nius, ſuraamed the godly Emperour, who reigned many 
Hh. iij. yeares 
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peares without the effuſion of bloud. What greater ver; 
tue can ther be in a pꝛince tha mercy, what greater pꝛaiſe 
than to abate the edge which ſhe ſhould whet, to pardon 

where ſhe ſhould punilh, to reward wy the ſhoulde res 
uenge. 

I my lelke being in England, when hir 'Paieltie was 
foꝛ hir recreation in hir Barge vppon the Thames, hard ol 
a Gun that was ſhot off, though of the partie vnwitting⸗ 
Ip, vet to hir noble perſon daungerouſly, which kacte ſhe 
moſt gratiouſlpe pardoned, accepting a iuſt excuſe beſoꝛe 
a great amends, taking moꝛe griefe foꝛ hir pee Barge- 
man, that was a lyttle hurte, than care fo hir ſelfe, that 
ſtode in greateſt hazard : D rare example of pittie, O 
ſingular ſpectacle of pietie. 

Diuers beſides haue ther bene: which by pꝛiuate con- 
ſpiracies, open rebellions, cloſe wyles, cruel witchcraftes, 
haue ſought to ende hir lyfe, which ſaueth all their lines, 
whole pꝛadiſes by the diuine pꝛouidence of the almigh⸗ 
tie, haue euer bene diſcloſed, inſomuch that he hath kept 
hir ſafe in p Whales: belly, when hir ſubieus went about 
to thzow hir info the Dea, pꝛeſerued hir in che hotte O⸗ 
nen, when hir enimies inereaſed the fire, not ſuffering 
# haire to fall from hir, much lecke anye harme to faſten

Thele iniuries and freaſons of hir ſubtecs, theſe pol⸗

ting all that deſerued Juſtice. O diuine Nature, hea- 
uenly nobilitie, what thing can ther be moꝛe required in 
a Pzince, then in greateſt power to ſhew greateſt pati- 
ente, in chiekeſt glozy to bzing foꝛth chieteſt grace, in abũ⸗ 
dannce of all earthly pompe, to manifeſt aboundaunte of 
all heavenly pietie? O foꝛtunate England, that hath ſuch 
a Neene, vnaratefull if thou pꝛape not fo2 hir, wicked 
if thou doe not lone hir, miſerable, ił thou loſe hir. 
Pere Ladyes is a Glaſſe foz all Pzinces to beholde, 
that being called to dignitie, they vle moderation, not
